Legislative Notebook 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


CONSERVATION IS NOT A DIRTY WORD 


The answers to our recent survey in- 
dicated that a large majority of our dirt 
rider-readers choose to ride through 
great distances of open land, Almost 
everyone expressed a desire for cross 
country or trail riding, or both. There 
were repeated objections to small con- 
fined areas for riding, especially if a 
high price were placed upon the privi- 
ledge of riding in those areas, 

This is not at all surprising when one 
considers that one of the major charms 
of motorcycle is that it provides an op- 
portunity to get away from the rest of 
the world and be to oneself, Yet, this is 
rapidly becoming a most difficult accom- 
plishment, 

The population of the United States, 
only 4 million at the first census 180 
years ago, has passed the 200. million 
and grows from two and one half to three 
million each year, 

The population density of California 
‘was listed in 1960 as 99per square mile. 
But when one considers that one half of 
the geographical space of the state is 
state and federally owned, the current 
average density is around 250 per 
square mile, The national average is 
50, But averages mean very little, The 
density of Manhattan Island is 77,000 
per square mile and even parts of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles are as high 
as 16,000 square mile. 

Worse than eyeballing your fellow 
man every time you seek solitude is the 
ecological change that this rapid in- 
crease has brought, When there were 4 
million people on 3-1/2 million square 
miles (1790) it didn’t make much differ- 
ence what each individual did to the land. 


At least it didn’t seem to make much 
difference, The wastes of civilization 
could go almost anywhere as long as it 
wasn’t too close. Each citizen could 
make whatever use of his environment 
he could devise that would prosper him 
or pleasure him. In 1969 it makes atre- 
mendous difference. It has been making 
a difference for a long time but enough 
people didn’t notice until suddenly it be- 
came apparent that we’re all living ina 
shrinking garbage can. 

No wonder the conservationists are 
disturbed, No wonder we are all be- 
coming disturbed, We are each a con- 
servationist, or had better become one, 
What we’re conserving is our existance. 
And beyond existance we would like to 
conserve a good life. 

For us, the motorcycle is a partof the 
good life, To ride off-road there must be 
space. To have space later it must be 
preserved now from the pressures of 
population. The chief voice for this 
preservation thus far has been the voice 
of the conservationists. 

The motorcycle is not incompatible 
with conservation, It is true that much 
more communication must be developed 
between our groups and even eventually 
compromises must be made, But com- 
promises -are going to be in order no 
matter what. There is going to be no way 
at all to live life in the future as it was 
lived in the past. There are too many of 
us too close together now for that sort 
of existence ever to be possible again 
without worldwide disaster, The ques- 
tion now is what compromises will best 
serve to continue life on a satisfying 
level.

Civilized Warfare In The Bavarian Alps 


By Chuck Clayton 

Everybody travels differently, collecting different impressions, I have just had 
my first experience of Europe and am bursting to tell you of it. 

Motorcycle enthusiasts have the same differences the world over, Arriving in 
Germany it was the black clad, serious lads hunkered low in the wind making perfect 
trajectories through the traffic, Later, in England, it would be miniskirts and 
hotrod scooters. 

Cloud mists, peaceful, wildflowers waving in green grass.,.Partner Sharon 
adjusted her brass and black leather handbag to a new notch on her arm 100 yards 
up a Bavarian alp, It was hard to believe that in our youth Americans and Germans 
killed each other on these friendly slopes, Now they battle more courteously via 
the versatile motorcycle. 

The International 6-Days Trial is taken very seriously by the European govern- 
ments, In many ways, it is run like war, only nobody gets killed, Cheating is an 
important part of the game and some of the maneuvering would outclass Hogan’s 
Heroes. Certain national teams hide whole machine shops in the woods to shape up 
the motorcycles which their champions destroyed in the daily battles. 

Europeans believe in psyching the competition heavily. It was said that the 
Russian and Czech pits were guarded with machine guns, Amid all the offical con- 
trols, scrutiny, checks and double checks that the 6 Days is famous for, cheating 
and not getting caught is an irresistable challenge. 

Contestants were disqualified right and left for switching to hidden bikes or 
taking carefully mapped-out shortcuts, One American in contention for a Gold Medal 
collided with a car, tweaking his forks badly, Somehow he made it through the day 
without losing a point, Next morning as his twisted bike limped along, the rider came 
upon a man sitting on a fence, apparently engrossed reading a newspaper. Surrepti- 
tiously he motioned his head for the rider to turn off the trail toward a nearby barn, 
There the bike was seized by anonymous workmen, levered into a portable jig 
and in a minute the forks were straightened and he was on his way, ‘‘It was like 
something in a movie about the CIA,’ the American said later, 


A Close Up Of A Russian 


We had sat next to the Russian team during the formal ceremonies opening the 
6-Days Trial. They were all young, single, solo and solemn, One glared at me with 
obvious curiosity and prejudice — the first Russian I had seen that close. I was 
probably his first American, too, 

We ‘‘Yanks’’ were a clean and classless bunch, All 23 riders wore inexpensive 
white windbreakers provided by some thoughtful sponsor, Old guys, young guys, all 
kinds of white people made up our team. Many of us came with wives — a real luxury. 
Solemnities aside, we were as.brash and open as our movies have pictured us, Un- 
affected, guileless and innocent, we were there for the fun of it. Six whole days of 
fast cow-trailing and woods riding, Gee! Gorsh! 

I wonder if the Russians missed good shashlik or whatever it is Russians eat as 
much as we missed our milkshakes already. They wanted to win the 6-Days very 
badly, and the right to turn us all on to the next trials in their country. And since we 
weren’t in contention for that honor, I hoped they would, but East Germany took it, 

America really set out to play the game by the rules. Our bikes were so stand- 
ard it was pitiful. Bob Hicks, longhaired publisher from Massachusetts and his 
partner young David Eames shipped their old, stock Ossas from the U.S,, as had the 
Bultaco team and others. Everything of course bad happened that could, but it didn’t 
spoil the fun, 

I should say that patriotism in its highest demonstration has nothing to do with 
flag waving, belligerence or up-tightness, Patriotism is Tom Heininger and Neil 
Holt in a German forest pouring green Gatorade out of a plastic jug for thirsty 
riders, their loyalties to their Webco business subservient to the team’s concern, 
It’s groaning out of bed before dawn to a tasteless breakfast so you can ride another 
6 hours on a machine that wants to lie down and die, It’s private enterprises like 
Penton, Hereules-Sachs, Webco, etc, giving unlimited treasure and talent to the 
task without expecting anything for it, not even publicity, or gratitude. It should 
make you feel proud to know of American patriotism like that, 
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The Future of Motocross 


When Torsten Hallman rode the Dirt 
Diggers Grand Prix in 1967 a newimage 
of motorcycling was born. On that week- 
end in early November the slender im- 
maculate world champion from Sweden 
displayed his ability to literally fly 
around a rough and wet course, Heading 
a troupe of International Motocross stars 
he returned in 1968 to dazzle the thou- 
sands lining courses from east to west. 
The best efforts of our American riders 
were lost in the shadows of these mas- 
ters of the motorcycle. People concern- 
ed with motorcycling in America real- 
ized that we were entering upon a 
completely new era of the sport. 

Machines especially for motocross 
were imported from Sweden, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Germany, England, Spain, and 
Japan, They came in all sizes and in 
large numbers and were seized upon by 
eager hands. Promoters staged moto- 
cross events with increasing frequency, 
Now on weekends several choices as to 
where he will ride are often open to 
the motocross rider. 


CRITICAL POINT 


A critical point in motocross history 
is now at hand, What is done by riders, 
dealers and promoters in the immedi- 
ate years to follow will determine wheth- 
er motocross will become just another 
motorcycle event to take its place along- 
side scrambles and desert events or 
become a part of the great International 
Motocross picture, 

The first responsiblity for determining 
the future of motocross in America is 
that of the riders. They are the largest 
majority in this case, By their actions 
motocross will flourish or fizzle, They 
can keep promoters straight by insisting 
on courses:which are proper as to layout 
and preparation, This would mean a 
course with a soft surface, having some 
muddy sections, and running through 
rolling terrain without ‘‘suicide’”’ fast, 
level or downhill straight sections of 
any length. Excessive dust on a course 
is dangerous to contestants and very 
annoying to spectators, Use of the water 
truck is as important to the rider as the 
presence of an ambulance, perhaps more 
sq as water trucks properly used prevent 
accidents while ambulances come after 
accidents, Flagmen should be present at 
all dangerous or blind sections for pro- 
tection of riders on the course, 


PROPER COURSE 

The conditions which must be met, by 
promoters of motocross events toinsure 
success over a period of time are those 
which provide a proper course for rider 
and spectator. If there is no adequate 
public address system with which to 
keep the spectators totally informed of 
the racing program, the contestants 
during races, results of races etc., the 
promoter is driving away spectators. 
These people who pay to see your events 
are your guests and unless they are 
provided with ample sanitary facilities 
and good parking space they will not 
come back, We haveno captive audiences 
in America: 

One of the outstanding problems facing 
promoters of motocross events today is 
that there are so many riders in the 
Junior class that races of sufficient

In Salem, Oregon, the question of 
recognizing motorcycle racing as a 
“legitimate recreation?’ stirred debate 
at a planning commission session. 

State Rep. Jack Anunsen, a member 
of the Marion County Planning Com-

Lovingly restored by Sammy Molcilo, 
who has owned the antique board burner for 16 years, the machine started life as a 61 
cubic inch (1,000cc).

CARSON CITY, NEV., Oct, 5, 1969— The 
Carson City Desert Hawks M.C., hosted 
one of the best hare scrambles in this 
area in quite awhile. Over 180 ridersfrom 
Nevada and California came to do battle 
in the sand, dust,and water. 

A new type of start was used, The 
Open bikes were started first, then at 
five minute intervals the 250’s and the 
200’s on down started. The riders really 
went for this because they received first 
overall trophies in all three groups. 

Another new innovation that everyone 
liked was a club participation trophy. 
The winner was determined by the total 
amount of laps completed by each club 
member, The club having the highest 
amount of laps was the winner. Dirt 
Diggers North walked away with this 
hands down, 

The course started with about a quar- 
ter of a mile of some tough uphill sage- 
brush. From there it was onto a fast 
uphill road to the first check, 

Leaving the first check the riders 
faced a downhill section that was just 
washboard enough to have everyone crav- 
ing better suspension. This led them 
through a narrow, rocky canyon and into 
the second check, From the second check 
on the riders faced sand and more sand, 
The course followed the river’s edge 
which everyone thought was sandy, but 
that was just for practice, The course 
turned back into the sagebrush for awhile 
and then up a gradual uphill sandwash 
that had riders and motorcycles scat- 
tered all over cooling off. This must 
have been a trail bike nightmare, 


Once out of the sandwash the riders - 


were given a chance to rest a little be- 
fore reaching the place the sponsoring 
club aptly named ‘*The Devils Dip’’, This 
“dip was almost straight down for a 
hundred feet before a short run at the 
bottom and about a two hundred foot 
climb to the top. Even some of the go- 
fast fellas were seen sliding down with 
both wheels locked up. Almost all the 
trailbikes had to push over the top so in 
later laps they were allowed to go 
around. 

Next the riders faced a new problem, 
water. The water crossings however, 
were relatively shallow and very few 
riders had any trouble with them. From 
the water crossings it was onto some 
fast trails into the finish check. 

Each lap was about seven miles long 
and the race consisted of nine laps, The 
course was just tough enough to keep 
everyone on their toes and to see who 
was in shape and who wasn’t. No one 
complained since the Desert Hawks did 
a magnificent job of marking the course 
and scoring the race, The trophies were 
actually given out an hour after the end 
of the race,

LUCERNE, CAL., Oct. 12, 1969 — The 
Check Chase was one of the roughest 
tests for man and machine held in the 
desert this year. Just to finish the 
Seventy mile race was a feat to be proud 
of. Mike Patrick on his 250cc Yamaha 
turned the two loop figure eight course 
in just about two hours, and called it, 
«rough but neat”. 

The Lucerne Valley is made up of roll- 
ing mountains and deep sand, which 
makes it difficult to get going on, es- 
pecially up hill, and just one mile from 
the start was a big sandy hill which had 
a lot of riders bugged. The five pounds 
of dynamite went off like an atomic 
bomb and the four hundred big bikes 
came up the sandy canyon hill, J.N, 
Roberts on a Husky had the lead and 
Duffy Hambleton, also on a Husky, was 
second. Patrick was running sixth, 

The first twenty made the hill in good 
shape, but then all hell broke lose. A 
couple of riders bogged down, causing 
almost half the riders to do the same 
and it took a half hour to get them all 
off the hill, 

The first loop was choppy sand and 
took its toll of riders including Roberts: 
as Patrick had the lead coming into the 
pits, Hambleton was still running a 
solid second, 

The second loop had a few more fire 
roads and was not as hard on the equip- 
ment, but there was still a lot of deep 
sand. Patrick bombed through the sand 
„in fast time and came in for the win, 
Tom Muto moved up to take second on 
his Husky, Hambleton took third and 
first 500cc Expert, Dave Trib who had 
been a hot Novice took fourth for his 
first Amateur ride on his 250 Husky,

AMA-FIM AFFILIATION TO BYPASS MICUS? 


Cooley, as head of the present Ameri- 
can affiliate to the FIM, MICUS stands to 
lose his hold on international sanctions. 

We asked Cooley what would happen 
to the ACA, AFM, AAMRR, etc, ifaffili- 
ation with the FIM changed from MICUS 
to the AMA, Cooley said, ‘‘Nothing would 
happen to these organizations, they were 
running long before there was any affili- 
ation with the FIM.” 

Cooley stated he knew of no reason his 
organization should be replaced as the 
FIM’s representative in America, 

He feels that the AMA is heading to- 
ward absolute control of motorcycling 
and competition, inparticular, regarding 
sanctions of races, 

We asked him what the riders stood to 
gain or lose with a switch in affiliation, 
Cooley feels riders stand to lose speed- 


way, motocross, and trials under inter- 
national sanction, ‘There will probably 
be only one internationally sanctioned 
event next year, and that is the AMA’s 
Daytona races. (If the affiliation switch 
takes place.) 

Cooley went on to explain that it is an 
unwritten agreement that FIM’s repre- 
sentative in a country has only to throw 
one internationally sanctioned event per 
year to satisfy FIM requirements, 

We then asked what was the difference 
between Cooley’s treatment of Bryan 
Wade and the AMA’s suspension of its 
supposedly errant riders. Cooley was 
explicit, ‘‘Wade was under contract to 
ride an international event in Texas, 
Instead he rode in another event on the 
same day. Then he further broke the 
rules by riding a Hawaiian event when 


his contract stated he was not to ride in 
the United States after Saddleback.” 

Cooley said he plans to sue the AMA 
in federal court for violation of the 
Clayton Anti-Trust act, and o sue the 
FIM in World Court, if the proposed. 
affiliation takes place, The Clayton Anti- 
Trust act prohibits U.S, businesses from 
operating a monopoly. 

“Tf it comes to court, then we’ll find 
out all about the AMA’s insurance, fees, 
and the riders’ benevolent Association. 
We'd like to get the AMA in federal 
court,” Cooley says, ‘I’ve been in this 
thing 13 years and we’ve lost money, but 
I feel it will be worth it in the long run. 
I will not sell the riders in this country 
down the drain for anything, and will do 
everything I can to keep the International 
racing in this country open to everyone.”’

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Desert Secrets From 
Wes Anderson Sr. 


By Wes Anderson, Sr, 


Sixteen year old Wes Anderson, Jr. 
won the trail-bike class and was 43rd 
overall on the 1968 San Gabriel M.C. 
Barstow to Las Vegas 196 miles Hare 
and Hound, As in any competitive sport, 
extensive preparation, checking and re- 
checking of machine and rider was man- 
datory if we were to win. 

Sponsored by Steens of Alhambra, 
Wes, Jr., rode a custom Hodaka built 
from parts taken from a S.S, Hodaka. 

Bob Belt, general manager of Steen’s 
and a former number one desert plate 
holder, had given us the fullest co- 
operation all year on the S.S. Hodaka, 

As a first step Barry Eisenberg and 
I disassembled the bike completely. We 
were both thoroughly familiar with the 
idiosyncrasies of this machine but this 
race was a big one and we were deter- 
mined to win it! 

The wiring to the coils, points and 
condensers were cut and re-soldered, 
The frame was thoroughly inspected for 
minute imperfections that might later 
fracture, Front and rear fork bearings 
were cleaned, lubricated, and adjusted, 

The front and rear shock absorbers 
were disassembled, inspected,and seal- 
ed. The tires were dismounted and in- 
spected for possible breaks. A small 
break was found in a tire. Not wishing to 
gamble, we installed new tires and tubes, 

In order to prevent a possible punc- 
ture from a broken spoke, rim centers 
were wrapped with several layers of 
masking tape over the exposed spoke 
nipples, Where the spokes crossed, we 
bound them together with fine wire, The 
bike was capable of 55 mph so the mount- 
ed wheels and tires were balanced; an 
unbalanced wheel running unevenly could 
be very tiring to the rider. 

The wheel bearings were removed, 
inspected, cleaned,and packed, When we 
were certain that the hubs were okey the 
assembly was re-installed and adjusted 
to pin-point accuracy. 

The brake shoes showed little wear so, 
after sanding, they were re-installed 
with new springs. 

The engine and transmission cases 
were taken apart, Our inspection proved 
everthing was in excellent condition 
with no improvement possible; however, 
new seals and a piston ring were in- 
stalled — just in case. 

The clutch fiber plates were replaced 
on suspicion; they’d been through many 
races and might possibly break up, 
causing a D.N.F, New clutch and throttle 
cables were further insurance against 
mishap, 

We installed a Filtron air filter and 
decided on S.A.E. 50 oil; we had re- 
ceived excellent results with this set- 
up in the past. 

The stock 20 millimeter carburetor 
had been trouble free all year and gave 
a full power band, The metering pin clip 
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was secured with epoxy to prevent it 
falling into the main jet and causing a 
D.N.F. 

New shifter springs were installed 
with a new ratchet spring in the shifter 
case. To insure inward cleanliness, a 
rubber boot was used to seal out dirt, 
Placed between the case and the counter- 
shaft sprocket, it did the trick. 

The rubber boot was developed by Ron 
Benham, Steens Hodaka mechanic, Ron 
was reponsible for many constructive 
ideas during the entire ‘68 racing year. 

After a twenty-five mile field test by 
Wes, Jr., we re-checked the timing, 
compression and handling of the machine. 
Then we re-tightened every nut and bolt 
we could reach, 

The bike was ready and so was the 
rider! $ 

I was to be his mechanic aud pitcrew, 
meeting him at the three scheduled gas 
stops. For possible emergencies the 
truck was stocked with spare front and 
rear wheels with tires mounted; throttle 
cable, clutch cable, brake rod, foot pegs 
and cross bar, clutch lever, shift lever, 
an expansion chamber and rear shocks, 

The only trouble experienced by Wes, 
Jr., during the race happened between 
the first and second gas checks; he 
whiskered 2 spark plugs while passing 
through 3 feet deep silt at Soda Lake, 
That particular spot had all the riders 
talking to themselves. 

Later we found a piece of sagebrush 
sticking in the air cleaner hose, It made 
just enough of a hole to suck in dirt. 

Everyone who helped prepare our bike 
for the race was happy at the machine’s 
stamina and performance; less than 
fifteen per cent of the more than two 
hundred starters finished, When Wes, 
Jr., led the pack across the line tofinish 
first in trail bike class, it was our re- 
ward for the many hours of hard work, 

We all cheered — especially me! What 
Dad wouldn’t?

Sliding In 
Kentucky

Judy and I were all right, with the ex- 
ception of a couple of bruises and 
torn clothing. 

The bike survived, too, without serious 
damage, The forks were tweaked, but 
easily straightened, as was the brake 
pedal. A turn light was lost, but it could

be replaced, “A muffler was bent and 
cracked at ‘the joint, but it would still 
serve, 

Our carrying equipment, however, suf- 
fered more heavily. One of the light- 
weight suitcases we use for saddlebags 
was damaged almost beyond salvage.

1000 OAKS, CAL,, Oct. 12, 1969 — Right 
off the bat you feel things aren’t going to 
go right when you listen to Preston 
Petty, just back from Europe and the 
International Six Day Trials, argue with 
the sign up official because he was 10 
minutes too late. He wasn’t allowed to 
enter, 

The 125 Junior, Div. 1, got off prompt- 
ly at 10 a.m, 15 minutes later H. Pace 
on a quick Penton took the checkered 
flag. He had to be quick to stay ahead of 
C. Daly and his Sachs, Their second race 
wasn’t so good because D. Garber and 
B. Ledford took the honors, That defeat 
only served as catylst for them because 
Daly rode the third moto just ahead of 
Pace and both went fast, fast, Pace took 
a first overall followed by Daly. 

The second division of 125 Juniors 
didn’t put on such a fine showin the first 
race because Dean York, on a Sachs 
built up a tremendous lead before the 
time ran out. M. Cook on a Bultaco and 
A. Egizi on a Yamaha battled for second 
and third respectively.

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“Freemes”’ Spice Up Montana Flat Track Championship

GREAT FALLS, MONTANA, Sept. 12, 


1969 — A prominent motorcycle distri- 
butor once said of flat track racing, ‘‘If 
you’ve seen a couple laps, you’ve seen 
it all.” Well, the man has never been to 
the Annual Montana Championship Flat- 
track and Freemie Roast hosted by the 
Great Falls Motorcycle Club, 

The evening’s program was excite- 
ment packed slating championship flat 
track racing, a demolition derby and 
climactic 13 car ramp to ramp jump by 
Montana born stuntman Evel Knievel. 

As the start time approached the 
stands filled up with paying spectators 
and the 50 foot embankment of near by 
highway 89 filled up with non-paying 
spectators, or ‘‘Freemies’’, The Free- 
mies brought their lawn chairs and beer 
coolers and took out squatter’s rights in 
full view of the track side action. 

Suddenly from the pits streamed fifty 
riders and red shirted members of the

Takes Shape 
At Huntington 

Beach Cycle Park

A bit of good news for the Southern 
California motocross riders — a new 
motocross course will take shape close 
to civilization! Huntington Beach Cycle 
Park is the birth place of the new course, 

The layout will include everything to 
challenge the riders’ skill and ability. 
In the beginning it will have a section of 
loose, loamy silt with a 90 degree cor- 
ner, followed by a water hazard, This 
section of mud, unlike most motocross 
water holes, will not be just a deep mud 
hole that the riders can possibly get 
stuck in, but will be a long and slippery 
one that will demand skill instead of 
luck to negotiate, 

From this mud section the riders will 
storm across the whoop-te-doos, which 
will be placed as they are at Ascot Park 
so the fans will have a side view of the 


action. Next the riders will angle off the ` 


high bank, swing back, then charge off 
another jump into a sand wash, Corner- 
ing out of the sand wash, they will take 
a straight shot down the hill, then go up 
the hill at an angle, into a drop-off to 
climb over gentle, rolling humps, on- 
ward into a sweeping turn with rough 
ground, and down the humps to the 
smooth track where they must corner 
onto the straight. For safety and to as- 
sist the scorers, a chicane will be put 
in the straight to keep the speeds down 
since there is a bumpy corner after the 
finish line. 

As for course conditions, Mr, Don 
England, track owner and race pro- 
moter, said that the pump sprayer on 
his water truck should keep the entire 
course dust-free, 

Mr, England has also taken care of 
some of the things that riders complain 
about, For instance, he will open the 
pits to women and children. He was able 
to convince the insurance company that 
all safety precautions would be used, so 
the company decided to relax the rule 
for the motocross, The other problem 
had been with the local constables, 
Now an agreement has been made so 
that they will no longer be in attendance 
at the track, 

The first motocross is scheduled for 
Nov. 2, All motocross riders who are 
tired of driving 200 miles just to race, 
here is a chance to support a close-in 
track, Mail entries are being accepted 
which will be a savings over post en- 
tries, Those interested may obtain furth- 
er information by calling (714) 897-4458 
or (714) 847-9223, 
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Great Falls Motorcycle Club, heading 
for the hillside, It was clear ‘trom the 
stands that the club was asking the on- 
lookers to leave, No one moved. 

With approaching darkness the track’s 
watering truck appeared on the hillalong 
with the announcement on the loudspeak- 
er that ‘‘We’re going to water the free- 
loaders down,” and drown ‘em right out! 
The watering truck made part of the 
free watchers stand up while the lawn 
chair people just put their feet on the 
beer coolers. As the truck was making 
its second pass down the hill the Highway 
Patrol roared up and escorted the un- 
lighted truck off the hill accompanied by 
shouts of, ‘‘Let’s race!’’ by unimagina- 
tive paying spectators, Apparently some 
people feel that racing is the only feature 
of a championship event. 

At this time the first heat of the 125cc 
class got underway. Seventh grade won- 
der Timmy Sack of Great Falls bombed 
into the lead pursued by Keith Satre 
from Billings, Montana,and Bruce Smith 
riding a Suzuki for Moto-Sport of Great 
Falls, Satre tried to make it around the 
flying Sack but was unable to make it, 

As the race ended there was a yell 
from the pits as riders carrying and 
rolling tires charged the freeloaders on 
the hill, Excitement in the stands mount- 
ed as the riders neared the hill, 

Suddenly there was a flash of fire and 
black smoke rolled from the tires up 
and over the highway. The smoke was 
designed to foul the freemie’s view by 
providing a smoke screen, At this time 
there were more yells from the fans, 
What do some people expect, two races 
in two hours? 

The first 250 heat race roared away 
as the city fire trucks roared up and put 
out the fire accompanied by cheering 
from the spectators on the hill, The 
Cascade County sheriff’s department 
then served a citation to the motorcycle 
club for burning without a permit, The 
extravaganza proceeded onward with the 
running of the final heat races, 

In the 125cc class little Timmy Sack 
was unable to hold back Keith Satre and 
Al Jones of Billings as they both got by 
him when Tim went wide on a corner, 

The 250cc Main saw battling Tom 
McCormick of Billings on a Yamaha 
swapping places with consistent winner 
Ed Virostko from Helena, on a Bultaco, 
At the wire Virostko pulled by McCor- 
mick to take the win with Yamaha mount- 
ed Norm Lehfeldt of Billings taking third. 

The Open Mai was a wow from start 
to finish when Norm Lehfeldt riding a 
BSA had the fans screaming. The flag- 
man didn’t see Norm's upraised handand 
flagged off the main, Lehfeldt smoked 
off in dead last place and when the boys 
came round the second time Norm had 
worked up to fifth, In the next lap Norm 
picked off two more and pulled into third 
place behind colorful Howard Kaiser 
riding a Triumph, Finally, coming into 
the clubhouse turn with the fans scream- 
ing, “leave it oni”, Lehfeldt hung it all 
out and got by Howard. The lead built 
up by J.M. Cayon of Seattle, Washington, 
was too much for Lehfeldt to over come 


and he ran out of race still in second 
with Howard Kaiser picking up third. 

With the racing out of the way and 
steam rising from the extinguished 
tires, the crowd fell silent when the loud 
speaker said that Evel Knievel ‘‘King 
of Stuntmen’’ had an announcement to 
make, Knievel limped across the track 
and up through the stands to the announc- 


. ing booth. 


Evel said that he wouldn’t jump unless 
the hill was cleared and that his portion 
of the admission would be refunded. 

“But,” he continued, *ʻif the hill is 
cleared, I’ll jump and PI jump for 
nothing...that is my word, and as a 
Montanan, my word is damn good.” 

During the demolition derby the hat 
was passed among the Freemies camp 
to recoup some of the lost admission. 
There were quite a few donors including 


members of Malmstrom Airbase a mis- 
sile squadron and the Milky Way drive- 
in crowd, 

When the derby ended Evel began his 
act by doing a wheelie while standing on 
the seat of his bike. The wheelie was cut 
short when a confused wrecker truck 
driver pulled in front of him. Knievel 
grabbed everything and squeezed be-

By now the featured jump was almost 
anti-climactic but Evel made three check 
runs and sailed over the cars with ease,

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Mrs. Marlene Spencer fills many 
roles, among them that of secretary of 
the Los Borrachos Motorcycle Club of 
Ventura, Calif. 

Her husband, Dan Spencer, says of 
Marlene, “she is an excellent wife, 
mother, and homemaker’’.

It is not a case of a woman riding a 
motorcycle because her husband does, 
She is a cycle rider per se, and there 
is a difference. Marlene sits on a bike 
as if she belongs on it; not as if she 
was afraid it was going to move any 
minute, Many a male rider would find it 
difficult to follow her line over a curvy 
mountain road at high speed. 

Marlene can speak for herself, This is 
what she has to say about herself and the 
Los Borrachos M.C.: 

I have been riding for more than fifteen 
years, In the beginning, I attracted many 
stares as it wasn’t as common then to 
see a woman riding her own bike. I have 
had my own customized 650 Triumph for 
over 7 years, 
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I belong to a motorcycle club of which 
I’ve become very proud — Los Borrachos 
M.C. The club held its first meeting in 
December, 1966 with a beginning of 17 
charter members, It originated because 
a few friends, my husband, and I were 
determined to prove it was possible to 
ride a ‘chopped’? motorcycle without 
being an “outlaw”. The theme behind the 
club was very popular, We nowhave over 
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40 members and probably some of the 
best looking bikes in the state. Our club 
requires that a member must be 21, own 
a customized bike, and join the A.M.A, 
The club rides together very often on 
many inner-club runs plus many gypsy 
tours, High Sierra Run, Pine Cone Run, 
etc. 

My husband, Dan, was President during 
the first year of the club, and I was 
Secretary-Treasurer, I haye been Secre- 
tary ever since, although the duties of 
Treasurer have been allocated to some- 


_ one else due to the size of the club, Our 


members consist of office workers, 
nurses, school teachers, beer truck 
driver, and many other types of em- 
ployees, 

The Club contributes to various civic 
activities such as local fair exhibitions 
during the year, We use a Little League 
Clubhouse for our meetings in exchange 
for the work that we contribute to the 
Little League. We also sponsor a needy 
fatherless family each Christmas when 
we present the family with presents, a 
complete day’s groceries, along with a 
tree and decorations. 

The above along with other events 
enabled the Los Borrachos M.C. toplace 
8th in the A.M.A, Ten Top Clubs of the 
U.S, in 1968, All this and we ride 
chopped bikes, wear black leather jac- 
kets, and are responsible citizens and 
parents who just enjoy the sport of 
motorcycling. 
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Looking over the contingency cash 
awards for the Baja 1000 one must be 
impressed with Kawasaki’s donation, 
Six thousand dollars is on the block.

And this comes on the heels of Kawa- 
saki’s recent cash awards for Kawasaki 
dragsters. Bet there will be more than 
one ‘‘three’’ there this year, 


If there are some of those three- 
cylinder bombs down there this year it 
could turn into a horsepower race, like 
with the cars, Husky are planning an 
entry of one of their double singles that 
won the 750 series in Europe, This is 
the pair of 360 barrels on a common 
crankcase that was developed last win- 
ter, only then it wasn’t so big, this time 
it is to be the full.750cc, 


A scheme that was reported recently 
in this column to get some American 
road racers to England is looking more 
likely now. The head of BMCRC, Jim 
Swift, has laid down plans for a team of 
Americans to compete in a series of 
match races at Brands Hatch and Mal- 
lory Park, A large purse is offered, The 
exact amount is yet to be determined but 
it should be bigger than anything in 
Europe. 

Castrol is the sponsor of the event 
and $2000 plus another $1000 for the 
best individual are the figures being 
considered, 

The challenge has been made through 
Harley Davidson and Triumph here, The 
answer will be interesting as will the 
selection on who is to go and represent 
American road racing. 


Some important decisions may be 
made at the FIM Congress meeting this 
month in Yugoslavia. They could have 
far reaching effects on our sport here. 

On the agenda, for consideration, is an 
application for recognizing the AMA as 
the United States representative, A re- 
cent addition to the rule book makes it 
possible to throw out MICUS if enough 
votes are cast in that direction. 

Whether this is good or bad depends 
on your viewpoint. Some deep thinking 
should precede any choice, especially 
now that an interchange of riders from 
various countries is a fact instead of 
a goal, 

We will be hearing more about this in 
the near future. The congress meets 
during the week of October 11-18th, I 
urge everyone who is concerned about 
the future of the sport to take a position 
and get himself heard!

length cannot be held in one day. If we 
are to develop riders we must encourage 
every Junior rider in all ways possible. 
They are the future Experts upon which 
we will depend if we are to compete for 
a world title in a few years, The one 


prime requisite for a motocross rideris ` 


endurance, You cannot build endurance 
nor separate those who have it from the 
pack with less than three twenty-minute 
motos. To run races of this length would 
require eight hours on the track for 
Juniors alone. 


PUBLIC DEMANDS TOP RIDERS 


Why should we be interested in Inter- 
national Motocross? Without Internation- 
al Motocross we would have no incentive 
to develop the caliber of riders which the 
public demands to see, The Expert rid- 
ers must be encouraged to ride by post- 
ing prizes to cover the considerable 
expenses entailed in competing at top 
rated events. All public response to any 
sport is in proportion to the ability of the 
contestants to display to the spectators 
a high grade of skill and courage, No 
sport can do this better than top grade 
motocross. 

Programs to hold the spectator’s in- 
terest should be of about three hour’s 
duration, not counting practice. The day 
long combined Junior-Expert programs 
are very interesting to the riders and 
their friends and families but paying 
spectators want to see the top riders in 
action, Promoters have a tendency to 
cater to large numbers of riders relying 
on entry fees rather than gate receipts, 
This limits the profit for all concerned 
as a large paying audience is the only 
hope for reimbursement to rider and 
promoter. 


NO SPECTATOR RESPONSE 
In Southern California there are sever- 
al promoters of motocross events, These 
promoters often stage events on the 
same dates at widely separate locations, 
The programs are adjusted to whatever 





conditions prevail and usually cover the 
entire day. Spectator response is not 
‘usually good and generally the promoters 
are not making great profits, On some 
courses where track conditions have not 
been good the Experts have stayed away. 
The promoters then paid the Juniors, In 
this way the promoters could hang on but 
the spectators did not see the top riders, 
This hurts motocross, The only way we 
are to get the proper response to moto- 
cross is for all the promoters to get 
together in one organization andagree to 
a program of events, Then we may need 
a riders organization to see that the 
riders are given proper consideration, 


ASCOT SUCCESS 


The recent and first motocross event 
held at Ascot Stadium was an indication 
of what a well run meet can be. This 
event was run under trying conditions 
due to lack of room for a course yet the 
audience response was great due to the 
caliber of riders attracted by reasonable 
purses and also due to comfortable dust 
free seating and an excellent public ad- 
dress system. The second Ascot moto- 
cross to be held October 26 should be a 
good test of spectator and rider re- 
sponse, 

We hold the future of motocross in our 
hands, riders, promoters, and specta- 
tors. If we allow it to become a soft 
sport by failing to work out good solu- 
tions to our problems the result will be 
what we deserve, 

It would seem that if more events 
covering two days could be held the 
motos could be of longer duration, This 
would prepare both the Junior and Senior 
classes for a tougher class of motocross, 

In Europe the motocross teams are 
chosen like Olympic athletes to repre- 
sent their respective countries, There is 
no sport which places a greater demand 
upon the human body, Unless we stage 
events with this firmly and honestly in 
mind we cannot provide the training 
needed to produce a competitive Ameri- 
can Motocross Team.

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CMW Rider Tests 1970 Moto-Gazzi

Once in a great while, a motorcycle 
comes along that stimulates the imagina- 
tion of the serious touring cyclist. Such 
a rider usually travels in excess of 
20,000 miles every year and has littl 
time to maintain his mount except for 
keeping the fuel tank full and the oil at 
-a safe level. 

The machine is the big Moto-Guzzi, V 
Twin with shaft drive, When this motor- 
cycle was introduced in the 700cc series 
a couple of years ago, I looked at it 
longingly, but as I had been using my 
right foot to apply the brake for 40 
years and considered the habit too 
deeply ingrained to begin braking with 
my left, I decided against the bike, 
Besides, it was a new product, so the 
reliability of the machine and the avail- 
ability of spare parts were questionable. 
In any event, I settled for the BMW, a 
shaft drive twin with a world renowned 
reputation. 

In the ensuing years, the Moto-Guzzi 
People have attempted to invade the 
police duty market, but met resistance 
because of the left foot brake, Then 
Pasadena’s ZDS Co, switched the posi- 
tions of the brake and the shift lever to 
the same side like the Milwaukee ma- 
chine which has dominated law enforce- 
ment field for many years, With this 
small barrier overcome, the machines 
were loaned to Police Departments for 
exhaustive tests and comparisons, As a 
result, many Police Departments pur- 
chased the Italian import. 

The foot break change was so accept- 
able that it was standardized on the new 
1970 Ambassador, with a kit available at 
a slightly extra cost, The kit will enable 
a rider to switch back to a left breaking 
mount if he desires. 

I had been anxious to test one of the 
new machines, so when Big Jim Gavin, 
owner of San Diego Suzuki Co,, called 
me on the eve of the Labor Day Weekend 
and asked if I’d like to take one of the 
six big bikes he’d received out for aride 
over the three day holiday, I agreed, 

When I arrived at the showroom, Jim 
showed me three color combinations: 
solid white, solid black, and red with 
white fenders. They were all tastefully 
hand striped in contrasting colors. 

As I walked around the beautiful brute, 
I was impressed by the engine and 
crankcase castings, The duplex frame 
of larger than usual diameter tubing 
indicates ruggedness and durability far 
beyond our fondest dreams, The massive 
front forks appeared strikingly similar 
in size and strength to those of the big 
Milwaukee Twin, The fuel tank is long 
and wide with a positive closing filler 
cap that is absolutely leak proof, The 
rear third of the tank is indented on 
each side forming a place for a rider to 
tuck his knees, 
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The right bank of the 750cc plus Moto-Guzzi 
power plant. 

The contoured saddle is the greatest 
thing since the invention of the dual 
seat. The forward part is shaped like a 
solo saddle and the passenger part is 
well designed for the extra rider, The 
overall length of the saddle (29 inches) 
makes it the largest stock seat in the 
industry. Its ample size is exceeded 
only by the super dual seat offered by 
BMW as an extra-cost option. 

The gas tank has a fuel shut-off 
valve on both the right and left sides of 
the tank, Only one needs to be opened to 
get gasoline to both of the 29MM Del’ 
Orto SS-1 carburetors, I used the left 
hand valve — luckily, too, The right side 
valve is located very close to the wire 
that goes from the spark coil to the

automotive-type distributor, and when a 
rider of my party reached for the valve 
with the motor running, a jolt of about 
20,000 volts from the too thinly “ 
insulated wire resulted, i 
The only time that the valve i a 


tank needs to be removed. 


The easiest thing to do, then, 
is to close and forget it, There are no 
“con” or ‘off’? marks on the fuel valves, 
but they are easy to figure out. Accord- 
ing to the spec sheet the tank hold 5.28 
gallons including about one gallon re- 
serve, which makes it ample without 
being bulky, Inside the painted box with 
the V7.50 decals is what has to be the 
largest battery in the motorcycle field. 
It was lifted right out of the Fiat Micro- 
Bus, The battery is not the only auto- 
motive transplant: the starter motor and 
the generator are borrowed from the 
Fiat 1100, 

As I do no maintenance on my bike 
except an occasional emergency wheel 
removal to change a tire, I was happy to 
find that the wheels could be quickly de- 
tached without having to loosen and fold 
up half of the fender before starting the 
job. A pair of chromed “‘crash’’ bars 
forward are stock equipment on the 
Ambassador and are intended to protect 
the protruding cylinders and the rider’s 
legs in.case.of a spill. Happily, I did not 
test their efficiency, 





The drive shaft serves double duty as the 
swing arm. Guzzi boasts the largest saddle 
in the industry. 

When the ignition key is turned on, 
several ‘‘idiot’’ lights appear on the face 
of the speedometer, They are self ex- 
planatory with the exception of the one 
marked ‘‘idle’’, It is the neutral indi- 
cator, By force of habit, an old BMW 
rider would look for the kick start, but 
there isn’t any trace of one on this new 
Guzzi, If you ask the salesman about it, 
as I did, he’ll remind you that automo- 
biles haven’t had cranks for 30 years 
and that the Guzzi is as dependable as 
any auto, With the choke lever pulled 
about half on, and the throttle slightly 
cracked, a touch of the starter button 
with your right thumb will reward you 
with a deep, muffled purr as the big 46 
cu, in, engine comes to life, - 

Sitting on the saddle with the motor 
warming up, a BMW rider will notice 
that the 90 degree Twin having irregular 
firing pulses, does not idle as smoothly 
as the horizontally opposed action that 
he is familiar with, To the Harley 
Davidson rider, the “Thump, thump, 
thump” rhythm will feel smoother than 
he is used too. He will notice, however, 
the torque action of the transverse 
engine causes the bike to sway slightly 
from side to side as the engine is 
revved in a standing situation, In motion 
it is not noticeable,

The clutch is positive, and very little 
throttle action is needed to get the Guzzi 
under way, The responsiveness of this 
big bike is amazing. A touch of the 
throttle is felt immediately with no lag 
whatsoever. It takes practice to shift 
into second without getting a chirp from 
the rear tire. 

As we moved out in traffic, the ma- 
chine seemed to shed a lot of its weight. 
Balance, stability, and agility belied the 
bulk of the motorcycle, On the freeway 
I noticed that the slight “roughness” of 
the idling speed had disappeared, As we 
flew along at 65 to 70 mph, the machine 
was so smooth that if the bike had been 
fittted with foot boards (available as an 
option), you wouldn’t have to worry about 
your feet vibrating off. 

The Guzzi has more acceleration than 
any “Touring” type motorcycle that I 
have ever tested, When I got to 80 mph 
in third gear, I concluded that it would 
go faster than I’d ever want to travel. 
The factory claims performance in the 
quarter at 14,5 seconds and a top speed 
of 115 mph, PI take their word for it, 

The Guzzi was primarily engineered 
for police and military service and is 
equally capable for traveling long peri- 
ods at speeds of 3.mph as on escort and 
parade duty, or around the century mark 
in apprehending speeders, I had to test 
the slow speed, and sure enough, without 
any clutch help whatsoever, I eased 
along so slowly that the speedometer 
needle hardly registered, 

On Monday of the holiday weekend, 
my wife and I decided on an excursion 
into the mountains, It had been years 
since we’d been to Mt, Palomar, so we 
marked it for our destination, We called 
our friends Bob and Mildred Ward and 
they agreed to join us on their big blue 
Harley Davidson, 

The Guzzi’s curb weightis 536 pounds, 
With both my wife and I riding, the total 
weight of the bike is in excess of 940 
Ibs, Heading North of 395 at freeway 
speeds, I could feel no appreciable dif- 
ference in performance until we came to 
a long uphill straight. Then I could feel 
the engine flatten out between 65 and 70, 
and if I slowed any, it was slow getting 
back up to speed, A quick down shift to 
third, however, let us spurt ahead as 
easily as if we had been on levelground, 

Going up the curving road of Palomar 
Mountain, I found that I had to slowdown 
considerably, not for lack of power, but 
because the center stand scraped on 
either side on the slightest turns, When 
we had to lean very hard, the scraping 
stand would lift the rear wheel slightly, 
giving us a very frightening sensation. 
One of the first things Pd do if I were 
the owner of a new Guzzi would be to 
modify that center stand, 

After visiting the 200 inch telescope 
and the museum, we returned to the 
Wards’ home in East San Diego. There 
we discussed the Guzzi’s merits and its 
dependability and availability of parts, 
I decided to find an owner of one of the 
V7 Imports and find out first hand about 
these things. 
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I had often seen one in the parking lot 
across from the Post Office, and with a 
little investigation, located the owner, 
It turned out to be one of the first sold 
in California, and in 14 months it had 
been ridden almost 85,000 miles. ‘“The 
miles were not easy ones,” the owner 
said, as he showed me a citation for 
105 mph, 

The only major trouble that he had 
experienced was a sticking valve which 
he had to replace, and a new clutch 
which he also had to replace after putting 
a super slick oil additive in the gear box 
where it got by the seals into the clutch, 
He had recently had the compression 
checked and reported that it was still 
within 2 Ibs. of new specifications, He 
had no complaint except for the mufflers, 
They rust out from the inside at a faster 
rate than he liked, and factory replace- 
ments were expensive, He had been 
experimenting with other manufacturers’ 
makes, but was not satisfied, He stated 
that if his present bike ever wore out, 
he would most certainly buy one of the 
new V7.5s. 

Of all the bikes that I have testedfrom 
the Road Rider’s standpoint, the Guzzi, 
for my wife and me, has proven tobe the 
most comfortable riding, fastest accel- 
erating, and the most able to carry 
heavy bulk without strain, I was truly 
sorry for having to return the big brute 
to the dealership.

They will race over 3 ft. high bumps 
spaced 20 ft. apart and through a huge 
mudhole right in front of the stands 
where Tim Hart took a swim lastAugust 
and still came in third. 

The unique thing about this race is that 
you can comfortably view the entire 
race course from the grandstand, The 
whole show is yours, without missing a 
bit of the action because maybe you were 
on the other side of the course, Just 
think, no more eating dust, climbing 
hill, wiping off mud splashed by the 
racers, or wading through the dirt and 
mud, And you’ll never hear, ‘‘Hey, I 
wonder what happened to so and so?”

Noted below are two check lists, One 
is for the extra parts/equipment that is 
suggested to be carried, and the other 
suggests what checks to be made prior 
to loading the motorcycle. Itis advisable 
to save the subject lists and keep them 
on hand for your pre-ride reference, 

Looking at the parts/equipment list 
may make it seem as though a trailer is 
necessary to carry all the items noted. 
But once you start looking at your 
motorcycle, you will find numerous 
places to store them, If thereisnoroom, 
surplus stores have various types and 
sizes of canvas pouches that can be 
attached to your bike.

There you are, 15 miles back in the 
‘boonies’ with a broken master link, 
and the only replacement is back in the 
truck or at home. You could have avoid- 
ed this and other predicaments if youhad 
just remembered to carry extra parts/ 
equipment and properly prepared your 
motorcycle. 

Many trailriders carry only what they 
think is necessary — themselves, When 
the sun starts sinking in the West and 
youre stranded or lost out there, it’s 
too late to start thinking about the ex- 
tras you should have carried or prepara- 
tions you should have made. 

When you properly prepare your mo- 
torcycle, your chances of breaking down 
are greatly reduced. Eventually, you,

With The RRC

For the first time in eight months, 
voices were raised at the September 8th 
meeting of the Southern California Road 
Riders Committee, 

Curly McCombs of the Overlander’s 
Motorcycle Club opened the yocalfracas 
when he reported that several partici- 
pants of the Pine Cone Rally were un- 
happy with the price gouging that took 
place at Democrat Hot Springs over the 
Labor Day Weekend, 

Sherman Ames (Centaurs) said that he 
complained to the people about his $1.58 

. breakfast of eggs with hash browns as 
being too high on Saturday morning, The 
price of the same breakfast was lowered 
to $1.25 Sunday morning. 

Curly also reported on many com- 
plaints of over-enforcement on the part 
of the Security Patrol, He specifically 
cited Bill Miller’s lack of diplomacy 
handling the parking and outlaw 
problems, 

Bob Decker of the Topper’s M.C, also 
complained about Bill’s statement of 
«Move the bikes (from the sign-in area) 
or we’ll move them for you.” 

Miller admitted that at that time he 


was pretty edgy from doing two and three- 


jobs at the same time and getting inade- 
quate assistance from the other repre- 
sentatives. Bill was also unhappy over 
some of the security officers allowing 
autos to remain in the camping area over 
a period of hours. 

Several reps came to Bill’s defense; 
Decker reminded the group that in spite 
of his manners, Bill did a heck of a lot 
of work, 

Sherman Ames said, ‘‘I would have 
been out there with a billy club long be- 
fore Bill took any action.” 

McCombs stated that he was personal- 
ly so unhappy over the situation that he 
would hand in his security badge, Miller 
responded that his enthusiasm over Cur- 
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The Oasis Scramblers threw their season finale on a sandy scrambles track in the Fallon, 


ley’s performance was such that he would 
accept it. 

Both Ames and Wayne Bonnet (Lucky 
Wheels) agreed that the security patrol 
was a good influence on the event and 
shuddered to think of what conditions 
might have prevailed without it. 

An outrider observing Miller’s perfor- 
mance at Pine Cone commented, ‘‘He may 
have the finesse of a freight train, but 
he’s the only one that seems toget things 
done,” 

Cottrell (Centaurs) sparked the third 
go-round with his question, ‘‘Who is the 
Committee for Better Motorcycling and 
why was the Carson City Bonanza Tour 
put on to conflict with the RRC Pine 
Cone rally?’’ 

Howard Eble of the Highway Kings 
replied, ‘‘Me!’’ and went on to explain 
that the CBM was an extra-curricular 
activity unrelated to the Highway Kings 
or the RRC. His statement, ‘‘The Bonan- 
za Tour was put on about 300 miles away 
in another state and could hardly be 
considered a conflicting event,” was fol- 
lowed by a half hour of the most emotion- 
al outbreaks since the discussion of the 
judging rules back in 1966. 

Most of the RRC representatives were 
upset over what they considered a con- 
flict of interest on Eble’s part, Undoubt- 
edly they felt they had good reasons for 
their arguments, but they set a record 
for unrelated, non-sensical statements 
uttered on the floor of a RRC meeting. 

The Highway Kings were consistantly 
confused with the CBM, No one could or 
would accept Eble’s statement that the 
two were separate organizations, The 
question, ‘How can you possibly support 
the RRC and CBM” was asked by one 
representative. The answer, ‘‘Like a 
mother can love two children,’’ was com- 
pletely ignored, ‘ 

Eble was damned as a Highway King, 
the CBM Co-ordinator, a motorcyclist, 
and a human being by almost everyone 
present, 

«“‘He’s unreliable.’’ ‘‘Disloyal,’’ 

“A man on his own, get him out,’’ 

“‘Incompetent,’’ ‘‘Shouldn’t hold of- 
fice.’ 

‘This man has committed Treason!’ 

When it was pointed out that the at- 
tendance at Carson City couldn’ t possibly 
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Nevada Rodeo Grounds. The tight course drew 92 riders from Nevada and California to make
